grew up reading the masters - Arthur C 

Clarke and Isaac Asimov. There was some- 

thing to be said about the sheer believability 

of the content. Even if you were studying the 
laws of physics in school, these masters of sci-fi 
were able to convince you that there were short- 
cuts past Einstein’s barriers of Physics. Thus, I 
happily went zipping across the universe with 
the protagonists in the novel of the week, with 
my imagination stoked, but my reasoning mind 
firmly planted in reality - thinking, “Hey, this 
really could happen in 3000 AD.” 

Even today, I re-read a lot of them, so hooked 
to every page that I have to play hookie from work 
because I was awake all night. I’m also one of those 
people who will tell you that good sci-fi books 
died along with the two masters, but I digress... 

Since people hardly read books anymore, 
creativity and imagination is not something 
that’s inspired by paper anymore - it’s all video 
and images these days.

Our regular dosage of oohs and aahs 
comes from the movies. It’s hardly imagina- 
tion, because you only believe what you see... 

Another 
way we find fantasy is in still images - desktop 
wallpapers, paintings, comics, etc. However, 
the latest fad is the “concept”. Like everything 
else before, this concept of “concepts” has been 
around for ages already. Sometimes also called 
prototypes, the concept first became famous 
with the automobile industry. 

However, over the years, we seem to tire of the 





latest fad - we’re already fed-up of the iPad and 
the new tablet craze. We’re now busy salivating 





over the sleek and dreamy concept gadgets that 
designers are only too happy to throw at us. Also, 
the days of concept imaging are already behind 
us; we expect 3D videos these days! 

The Mozilla Seabird is one of the concept 
videos that caught everyone’s fancy in late Sep- 
tember. For those of you who haven’t seen the 
video, doa YouTube search and watch it - in 3D. 

If the comments on the mozillalabs.com site 
are any indication, an actual phone like this one 
would sell like hotcakes. I read hundreds of the 
1024 comments before it got boring, and all basi- 
cally said, “Wow!

However, I 
think the cloud offers more ofa solution there than 
a one-stop gadget that tries to be everything, and 
just about achieves it. And where exactly would 
I project if I were in a taxi, or on one of our over- 
cramped flights, with my legs almost pressed-up 
against my chest; and God forbid I wanted to have 
a meeting outdoors at noon in India! 

Of course I have no doubt that if this phone were 
released tomorrow, hordes would spend their life 
savings to get it. Being practical is so boring isn’t it? 

It’s not just about concept gadgets. The same 
applies to the “cool” gadgets of today. If you can 
afford it (or even if you can’t), you want it; doesn’t 
matter if you need it, or if it’s practical. 

On my way to work one day, I was on Gtalk 
from my phone chatting with a young reader (you 
know who you are), who was about to go off to 
college, and wanted to spend about Rs. 26K on 
an iPod Touch 64 GB.

I wonder if he was able to resist the temptation, 
and buy smart rather than buy cool. I doubt it, 
because I see people buying an iPhone, and never 
using it for apps, music or videos; and others 
who have bought a BlackBerry, but just to send 
SMSes...and to be a BlackBerry Boy.

Intel's new upgradable 
processors yours; for $50 


t appears you could 
soon be bringing home a 
(comparatively) cheaper 
computer with an Intel 
Pentium G6951 processor, 
and be able to upgrade it by 
purchasing a $50 (currently 
72,291) card. The card comes 
with a code which can be used 
by the Intel’s Upgrade Applica- 
tion to unlock features in your 
computer. The upgrade could 
double the amount of L3 cache, 
and improve HyperThreading 
support, doubling the number 
of threads, which is a substan- 
tial upgrade indeed. 
Upgrading hardware is 
decidedly more difficult than 
upgrading software, which is 
one of the reasons why even 
hardware devices such as your 
CD/DVD ROM drive, mother- 
board and many other such 
devices, have the firmware. 
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This means that any bugs 
detected in the hardware even 
after manufacture can pos- 
sibly be fixed by updating the 
firmware. 

This however is not a new 
concept. Processors routinely 
come with features such as 
entire cores locked, however 
this is usually done due to 
faulty components rather than 
a means to derive further profit. 
Even in these cases, for those 
willing to take a risk, there are 
means available to unlock and 
use the blocked features. If you 
buy a copy of Windows Vista or 
Windows 7, your disc already 
contains all versions from the 
lowliest Home Basic to the 
Ultimate. However, the ver- 
sion installed depends on the 
key used during installation, 
and is a matter of convenience 
for them to be on the same disc. 


What Intel is doing has 
key differences from the cases 
highlighted above. First of all 
this is not being done because 
of faulty components, and if it 
was, $50 is way too much to ask 
for adding instability to your 
system. Intel has also already 
charged you for the hardware 
you bought and paid for, recov- 
ering the cost and making a 
profit. This is like purchasing 
a refrigerator with the freezer 
compartment locked, and the 
key for extra. Even so, the fact 
of the matter is, if you had an 
option between purchasing 
two refrigerators which cost 
the same, one without a freezer 
and the other locked, you might 
find it wiser to invest in the one 
with better future prospects.

Microsoft Embraces the Cloud 
With Windows 8, Microsoft plans to embrace the cloud, by letting 


Feature users take their workspace from one PC to another 


that a typical computer user indulges in. 
Google Docs is a seminal achievement, 
and yet Microsoft Office continues to 
be the choice of majority of the users. In 
India more than 90 per cent of computers 
are run pirated versions of Microsoft 
Office, even though the original version of 
Google Docs is available for free online. 
Despite Google’s best efforts, things 
are not moving towards the cloud space 
ina really big way. The desktop model 
of computing is not going to go away in 
near future. The only way the Chrome OS 
can make headway is by offering users a 
better desktop computing experience than 
Windows 7 does. Even the most fervent 
supporters of Google are not claiming that 
the company is capable of pulling of sucha 
feat in near future. The version of Chrome 
OS that we are expecting towards the end 
of this year might not be able to garner 
more than a single digit market share if 
its desktop potentialities are not compa- 
rable to Windows 7. What users really 
need is a powerful OS, which is capable 
of taking care of all kinds of entertain- 
ment and work related needs. In order to 
reach out toa really large audience, the 
Chrome OS will have to support systems 
like MS Office, gaming software, all kinds 
of music and video players and much else. 
The oft-repeated complaint about 
Windows is that it evokes the feel of the 
pre-Internet era. With the launch of 
Windows 7, the company has done a lot 
to change this perception. But there is 
the factor of cost. Windows 7 is pricey, as 
compared to Chrome OS being made avail- 
able for free. It is possible that the netbooks 
powered by Chrome OS might turn out to 
be cheaper as compared to those powered 
by Windows 7. But free OS is not sucha big 
deal. After all, there are so many Linux -a 
free OS - powered netbooks in the market 
that are also quite cheap, but they have 
avery limited appeal. Users don’t mind 
paying a reasonable amount of money 
for the OS, if it is as good as Windows 7. 
So ifany company dreams that netbooks 
powered with its OS will fly off the shelf 
just because they are cheap, then they 





are probably living in a fool’s paradise. 
Clearly the expectations are high from 

the Chrome OS, and Google will have 

to be at its innovative best to meet them 


all. As of now netbook users are appre- 
ciating Windows 7, and the Redmond 
based company is claiming that 96% of 
the world’s netbooks run on Windows. 
The Chrome OS must make it a point to 
be really good; otherwise it might not be 
able to wean users away from their more 
than 20-year-old addiction to Windows.

Will Chrome OS merge with 
Android? 
There is one OS battle that Google seems 
to be on verge of winning. Its Android OS 
is currently powering some of the hot- 
test mobile phones. With advent of new 
handsets like Samsung Galaxy S and HTC 
Desire, Android has attained a kind of cult 
status. As of now the Symbian Operating 
system from Nokia is the number one in 
the mobile OS space, RIM the maker of 
BlackBerry occupies the number two spot, 
and Apple is at number three. But the 
amazing thing about Google’s Android is 
its massive growth. Ifit continues to grow 
at the same pace, then by 2013, the Android 
might become the world’s most favoured 
mobile OS. Microsoft’s Windows Mobile 
is also in the race, but it is the Android 
that is creating the highest amount of 
buzz. Close to 10,000 new apps are being 
created every month to cater to the myriad 
needs of Android based smartphones. 
What if Google were have to have the 
same kind of success in the PC and netbook 
OS space? Google’s success with Android 
must be giving nightmares to Microsoft, 


especially because Android has already 
made a foray into netbooks. Even though 
Google continues to stick to its official posi- 
tion that Android is only for mobiles, the 
truth is that it is possible for us to get hold 
of a netbook powered by this OS. Predict- 





ably, these devices are slightly cheaper than 
what we would normally pay for a Win- 
dows powered netbook. But as it has been 
said earlier in this article, mere lowering of 
prices is not going to do much for winning 
over customers. Ifa free OS were the key 
to notch up big sales, then Linux would 
have been the world’s top OS for many 
years. That is not the case. Linux powered 
systems have single digit market share. 
There is also speculation that in future 
the Android and the Chrome OS might 
converge into a single platform that powers 
all kinds of devices, from smartphones, 
to netbooks, tablets and PCs. Google’s 
co-founder Sergey Brin, has commented on 
the possibility of Chrome OS and Android 
coming together in the future. So if that 
is what is going to eventually happen, 
then why did Google start two different 
projects? This is part of the company’s 
strategy for creating an atmosphere of 
friendly internal competition, between 
the teams developing Android and the 
Chrome OS. In the end, Google will be 
able to pick and choose the best ideas that 
emerge from the two projects and weld 
them into a single unbeatable OS. No one 
should harbour a figment of doubt about 
Google’s determination to beat Microsoft 
in the OS game; Android and the Chrome 
OS are two pathways that, the company 
hopes, will lead it to a perfect OS. 


Waiting for victor 

It is not as if the success of Android means 
it is game over for Microsoft. In fact, the 
launch of Android might have helped 
Microsoft to formulate a strategy to tackle 
the Chrome OS when it is launched. It has 
already become obvious that the Android 
powered handsets are not that cheap. 
Case in point is the new Samsung Galaxy 
S, which costs around %30,000. Google 
has not been able to reduce prices in the 
mobile handset space. A similar scenario 
could play out in the netbook domain. If 





Google’s Chrome OS is not able to reduce 
the cost of hardware significantly, then 
users will have much less incentive to move 
away from the tried and tested Windows 
platform. In any case, it is not going to 

be that easy to wean people away from 
desktop centric systems in which Microsoft 
continues to be in a dominant position. M

You might find that post the 
festival season, prices actually fall. Why? For one all those “bundle offers” will have gone 
away, meaning that the manufacturers are not trying to palm off stuff in bundles, and 

you will actually pay for the price of the product you want. Also, sometimes companies 
produce or import more than they can sell, and this results in a surpluss, which obviously 


means cheaper prices...

In order to best understand how 
you could be ripped off, I’ve spent the 
last month window shopping, talking 
to shop keepers and people inside 
the business, and trying to figure 
out whether or not there really are 
any good deals out there. I started at 
the beginning, looking at what was 
on offer, and then trying to figure 


out how good or bad this deal was.

Are prices really lower? 
Since Google searches spike the 

most during the Diwali season, it’s 
obvious that hordes of us are out there 
buying. The most common way of 
marketing the offers is to describe 
them as rock-bottom prices, and in 
terms of percentage discounts. 


What the deal? 


Like any other year, some catego- 
ries will have hot deals, and others 
will not. The festival of Dussera in 
November gave me an idea of the kind 
of deals we can expect this Diwali. I 
had my work cut out for me. Stacks 
of newspapers and brochures have 
since flooded my room, and my 
walls are covered with advertise- 
ments that I’ve been decoding, and 
then sorting as “Shop” or “Stop”. 
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Free bundled memory cards are great, but 
only beyond a certain capacity 


The most popular type of deal is the 
whole “discount” one. These are always 
on MRPs, which is good if it’s on eata- 
bles, but completely useless in the con- 
sumer tech world. Not one of us should 
pay MRP for tech shopping. Ever! 

Don’t get suckered into believing 
that sign that screams “50% Discount”. 
More often than not, the products 
with such high discounts are older 
models, and the discount you're actu- 
ally getting on the product is more 
likely to be about 5 to 10 per cent the 
market operating price (MOP). 

Another popular way of pushing 
stuff on to you is freebies. Although 
what follows is just an example, you 
should soon be able to start thinking 
along these lines for most of these 
“Free abc worth xyz” deals. 

Let’s say you want to buy a TV, 
and there’s an offer for a free digital 
photo frame, worth 76,000 with it. 
The best way to confront such deals 
is to go look at the prices of photo 
frames. If not in that retail store,

This is 
when I usually get the customary dirty- 
look or wry smile from the salesman, and 
that’s the end of that.

that they’re always good deals, either...

draw. Don’t get swayed by the shiny 
new car, bike or whatever’s on display as 
the lucky prize. If you're really feeling 
lucky, buy a lottery ticket for a several 
crore bumper draw. You have about the 
same chances of winning either of them. 
Also, don’t forget to check out the 
smaller retailers. It’s not a hard and fast 
rule or anything like that, but I’ve found 
that a lot of smaller retailers are gener- 
ally more interested in making a sale, 
and will give you freebies that you can 
actually use, or want. They are also more 
open to bargaining, which means you're 
paying closer to the real price. After

all, they spend less on rent, electricity 

and advertising, and thus can actually 

afford to have smaller profit margins. 
Now, let’s take a look at some of the 

hottest categories individually and 

Pll walk you through what I found. 


Digital cameras 

Do your own research, because almost 
all of the sales people I met just do not 
know what they’re talking about. They 








just try and sway your decision based 
on what’s not selling, or what they 
will get higher comissions for. Make 
up your mind about what camera you 
want, and then look for comparisons 
online or in magazines like Digit. 
With cameras especially, look for 
freebies like memory cards, carry 
pouches or sleeves. You can also 
get these at smaller dealers, but 
you might have to ask for them. 


Exchange offers 


Some of the offers in the market today 
might have something to do with exchang- 
ing older products and getting new ones in 
their place. Of course, you'll have pay a big 
chunk of the new product's price. There's 
a possibility that you will end up spending 
more or less the same amount as the new 
product. Look for at least a 20 per cent 
reduction in the retail price before opting 
for an exchange. If not, you'll most likely 
be giving away your old product for free 
and getting the new product for the usual 
MOP you'd pay anyway. 


Of course this sometimes only 
applies to the more popular price 
ranges. It’s not uncommon to find 
that festive season or not, you'll 
get no freebies with dSLRs. 

As for memory cards, witha 4 
GB SD memory card available fora 
mere 7800, don’t even try and feign 
interest in any offer less than an 8GB 
memory card. This is for cameras that 
are in teh price range of 77,000 to 
710,000. For more expensive cam- 
eras, there better be much more than 
just a memory card in the bundle. 

Cameras are an oddity, because 
I’ve found that the smaller shops 
actually have many more models for 
sale than you'll find at a large mall. 

You might also come across offers 
of a bundled watch, and other point- 
less accessories. Don’t fall for those; 
the watches are almost always cheap, 
and don’t even last very long. 


Phones 
Mobile phones are another active 
category of products. Some of us switch 





phones every year, or even more often.

When will I see these deals again? 


Deals and price drops occur many times in the year. The festival of Diwali surely is the 
most popular period. Statistics also show that price drop also occur during other festivi- 
ties such as Ganesh Chaturthi and Dussera. The week leading up to the New Year is also a 
good period to go shopping. Of course, these days, even “friendship day” is enough to get 
retailers in a frenzy advertising “amazing deals”. So basically, the answer is all year round. 


It’s the lower prices that make phones : since the phone market is very price 
more popular than cameras or TVs. , competitive, you can also ask for the 
Thanks to the cut-throat competition , 
and a huge number of brands competing 
for the same space, prices are almost 
always at rock-bottom throughout the 
year. You will be hard pressed to find 
any good deals in the festive season, on 
any but the most expensive models. 
Even on the expensive models, the 
offers are usually limited to Blue- 
tooth headsets and in some rare cases, 
external speakers. However, custom-

Televisions 

There are more people thronging the 
shopping malls looking for HDTVs 
than I’ve ever seen before. And the 
fact that we barely got used to LCDs 
and Plasmas when LEDs came out; 
and then before we knew it, there 
were 3D LEDs in the market. There’s 
a lot of interest being generated by 
all this new technology, because no 
other category has had such publi- 
cised innovations.

Maximum retail prices can differ vastly from market operating pric- 
es. As we've mentioned before, never pay as per MRP in consumer 
tech. The MOP is the actual street price. 

Most “discounts” are given on the MRP, in order for them to 
appear to be at a higher percentage. So a product that has an MRP 
of 71,000, but is actually sold at $550, might be offered to you at a 
whopping discount of 50 per cent. Which is basically an actual price 





drop of $50, masquerading as a %500 discount! Sneaky, huh? It's 
best to monitor prices of things you want to buy before the sales 
begin, and then decide if you're actually getting a good deal.

movie releases in 3D have helped too. 
The most common free offering with 
TVs are the free wall mount with free 
installation. Some dealers might try 
and charge you for the installation, but 
you should know that the manufac- 
turers themselves are now providing 
this service free of cost, so refuse to buy 
from someone who doesn’t install for 
free, if you’re buying a big brand TV. 

If you don’t need the wall mount, try 
your best to get a further discount on 
the price. If all else fails, take the wall 
mount, even if you don’t need it now - 
you might want one later, and no use 
paying for one later when it’s available 


for free now. Besides, you could also

gift it to someone who does need it. 
Many brands that make TVs also 
manufacture related consumer elec- 
tronics products such as home theater 
systems, DVD and Blu-ray players, or 
other kinds of audio-video equipment. 
Expect entertainment bundles from 
such brands on TVs of higher values. 
You will find Blu-ray players and HDMI 
cables bundled. Again, remember that 
the prices of these products are bound 
to be exaggerated. For example, if 
you're buying an LCD TV for 70,000, 
and there’s an offer to bundle a Blu- 
ray player and home theatre worth 
750,000 - that’s obviously exaggerated. 
Also, we are fond of 3D, but not 





If you are tired waiting for deals, there are 

a few sites online that have regular deals. 
They aren't the absolute best deals avail- 
able, but they will save you the trouble of 
running around crowded malls and streets 
hunting for them. There are quite a few sites 
online, but very few of them are based in 
India. One of the more relevant ones is Bind- 
aas Bargain (www.bindaasbargain.com). The 
site has new products with discounts being 
put up everyday. Not all of their products 
are consumer electronics, but every couple 
of days, you'll find stuff like DVD players, 
Bluetooth headsets, phones , etc being sold. 
Similarly, Loot More (www.lootmore.com) 
offers deals on electronics and PC peripher- 
als. Prices are more or less the same as in 
retail, but you get free shipping on most of 
the products. 123Loot (www.123loot.com) 

is another similar site which isn't as pretty 
looking at the previous two, but has quite a 
lot of cameras, speakers, phones, storage 
drives and other PC and laptop accessories 
being sold regularly.

3DTVs. It’s always best to wait until 
more movie titles are available. only 
the rich can afford to be early adopters, 
the rest of us should wait and geta 
good deal on the technology when it’s 
matured and when it makes sense. 

Bundled movie titles are also a 
common offer, but may or may not 
matter much to you, depending on how 
fast your internet connection is. Also 
make sure you look at the variety of 
choice, because the movies are usu- 
ally the ones you would not buy. 

Deals to avoid are the ones that 
aren't related at all. I found some 
deals of a free internet connection 
witha TV. You want an internet con- 
nection, choose one wisely, don’t 
just accept one along witha TV... 

The same applies for a DTH service. 
Although it may sound like a good deal, 
make sure you do your research on the 
DTH service provider. You can opt for 
this if it happens to be the DTH provider 
you were going to opt for anyway. 

Free bundles might also include 
products that are advertised without 
model numbers or details. Avoid 
these deals, because you're probably 
going to get the lowest-end model of 
all. One example I saw was “Free 
DVD-player with 42-inch LCD TV”. 


Laptops 

Laptops are another big category of 
products being sold in the market. Usually, 
individuals are the ones buying them, not 
families. So this isa category where you 
should be sure of your needs, and make sure 
you buy something’s that’s right for you. 
Laptop prices do dip in the festive season, 
but not as much as home theaters or TVs.

drive or if you're “lucky” a colour 
printer. However, remember that 
although it may sound good to get a free 
printer, you might end up spending 
a lot more because of your “free” gift. 
I’ve noticed that the cheaper printers 
which are bundled usually have the 
highest running costs, and since most 
printer manufacturers now make their 
money through the cartridges you 
buy, it makes sense to give away cheap 
printers with just about anything. You’d 
be better off buying a more expensive 
printer - they have cheaper cartridges 
and are cheaper to run in the long haul. 
As for the other goodies, the USB 
cord, mouse and other accessories 
that may be offered are rarely worth 
more than a few hundred rupees, so 
don’t base your buying decision on 
them. I’ve actually noticed that the 
better laptop models don’t actually 
have any offers on them. They just let 
the hardware specs sell themselves. 


China launches its own world mapping service 
called Map World (www.tianditu.cn) 
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That reminds me, I saw a lot of 
older processor-based laptops with 
offers on them. These are clearance 
sales, and are good if you use the 
laptop only occasionally, but if you’re 
buying one as your primary PC, look 
for new generation hardware. 

Laptop models are also somewhat com- 
plicated, and it’s not uncommon for config- 
uration to be downgraded and offered for 
a discount. When looking at comparisons 
online, don’t just look at the model number 
and the performance scores, but also look 
at the hardware specs. You don’t want to 
buy a model that won our tests, only to 
find out that during the festive season the 
configurations were changed and you 
actually gota lot less than you expected. 

I hope I was able to help you buy 
smarter this Diwali. Remember, you 
can also write in to me if you run into a 
deal that you just cannot decipher.

How is trust calculated? 


All respondents are asked to complete a rather long and 
comprehensive questionnaire, which aims at arriving at scores 

for five parameters: Awareness, Satisfaction, Cost of Ownership, 
Credibility and Loyalty. These five factors are what determine how 


much the respondents “trust” a brand. 


Awareness: Not all of you own a product from all the categories 


where perceptions play an important role 
in purchase decisions. And perceptions 
can be swayed in a number of ways. 

Asa media company ourself, our job has 
been primarily one of education, because 
an informed consumer is an empowered 
consumer. Empowered to wade through 
the fancy marketing and jargon, the purple

Loyalty: A lot goes into making people stay loyal to a brand. 


Although our interactions with fan-boys online is not always a good 
experience, you have to give credit to brands for being able to incite 
passion in their buyers. To ascertain the loyalty that respondents 
held for brands, we asked them a series of questions such as 
“Would you buy another cell phone of the same brand again”, and 
whether, based on their experiences, they would buy a product in a 
different category from the same brand. We also gauged how eager 
the respondents were to recommend products from this brand to 
friends and relatives, and whether the respondent generally spoke 
positively or negatively about the brand. 


we cover, but buying decisions — in the future for yourself, or even in 
the present for others who seek your opinion — depend a lot on your 
awareness and the market's awareness of a brand. You're not likely 
to buy or recommend something you've never heard of before, are 
you? To get figures for awareness, we asked the respondents some 
questions to see how many knew of the brands in this segment. 
This is again sub-divided into first, unaided recall, such as, “Which is 
the first brand that comes to mind”, and “What other brands are you 
aware of": Later, we provided people with a list of the brands, and 
asked them which they were aware of to measure aided recall. 


Cost of ownership: Not all products can be bought once, used 
forever. There's expenditure even after the purchase for servicing 
and repair, which may or may not fall under the warranty period, 
thus affecting your total cost of ownership. To ascertain this, we 
asked the respondents a series of questions to determine how 
much they had spent on a brand after purchase. This factors in the 
warranty, repair costs, upgrading (if any), etc. We also sought the 
respondents’ opinions about which brands they felt were cheaper to 
own, overall, as compared to other brands. 


Credibility: Under this heading we questioned respondents about 

how much they trusted a brand. Questions were asked to gauge what 
respondents felt about the quality, durability, technological advancement, 
design, innovativeness, etc., of each brand. This is by far the biggest 
contributor to the overall trust index, weighing in at 40 per cent. 


Satisfaction: As owners of a brand's products, how satisfied you 
are with their products is one of the key factors that influence 
how much you trust the brand. In this regard, we questioned

Market watch 


This year has seen an interesting emergence of domestic brands, 

and ina big way. We saw the launch of no less than five new brands, 
and the year isn’t even over yet. Most of these brands are cautious, 
initially launching entry-level phones. This is obviously the way to 
go, ina market that is dominated by big names. And most people like 
to play the volumes game, for that is what builds revenue. Building 
and (successfully) marketing a handset worth $30,000, is not an 
easy task, and requires lots of initial investments and expertise. 

Over the year, we’ve seen some of these minnows gradually move 
up the price ladder, obviously buoyed by their success in the lower 
rungs. This is heartening from our perspective, as more competition 
can only be good for us consumers. In fact, breaking into a market 
already replete with brands is no easy task, and kudos to minnows 
such as Spice, Intex, Micromax, Lava, Karbonn, Maxx, Rage, Lemon, 
Videocon and others who we haven't mentioned here. They have 
forced some bigger brands to drop prices of mid-range products and 
introduce entry-level phones! 

Android has emerged as a platform to be reckoned with. We’ve 
seen a number of vendors jump on to the Android platform, and 
we've seen a number of flagship devices on this platform this year, 
from the likes of Motorola, HTC and Samsung. We’ve also seen a few 
cheaper Android phones, close to the 710,000 mark. This is also wel- 
come, since initially we perceived this to be an expensive platform. 

Windows Phone 7 (WP7) has just launched, and as expected, 
there have been a slew of new releases from LG, HTC, Samsung and 
even Dell. WP 7 challenges Android, for it isa complete redesign, and 
nothing like its predecessor - it’s modern, highly usable and custom- 
isable and the lack of native capacitive touch support, which was a 
serious chink in Microsoft’s armour has been overcome. 

This year also sees the welcome return of the teetering giant 
Motorola. Once perceived to be on the brink of extinction, they’re 
back, and quite miraculously, on account of a single phone - the 
Motorola Droid (or Motorola Milestone), whose sales, single- 
handedly restored their treasury reserves. As a salute to Android 
that powered the Droid, they now have an entire range of phones, 
on the platform. 


Important results from our survey 

1) The biggest shift in Nokia’s dominance of power came in the 
awareness index, where Motorola and Samsung caught up to 
Nokia, with identical scores and other brands like LG, Apple, 
Blackberry and Sony Ericsson trailing slightly. 

2) Last year, Nokia had a 2.5x lead over its nearest competitor in 
the awareness arena. This dominion is history. People are more 
aware of the other options available. The awareness level for 
Motorola climbed 8 times, and HTC 6 times. So more of our 
readers are aware that there are other viable brands. 

3) Lots of people trust Apple, just a fraction less than those who 
trust Nokia. People also trust Samsung, Sony Ericsson and 
Blackberry, but less than the first two. A lot of people trust Sam- 
sung over LG, although both are Korean brands. 

4) Blackberry was the major climber in terms of satisfaction from 
last year. It climbed six points, meaning fewer BlackBerry owners 
have anything to complain about. 
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5) People felt Nokia make the sturdiest 
devices - lasting longer than others. 

6) Apple was voted as the most innovative 
brand. Nokia scored a close second, 
while Samsung and Blackberry tie for 
a distant third. Apple was also voted 
as the most technologically advanced 
brand. Interestingly Blackberry came in 
second here. 

7) People don’t find the smaller brands to 
be as innovative. Micromax led the min- 
nows, but still only got one-fourth of the 
votes that Apple did. 

8) Nokias were undisputedly voted as 
the easiest phones to use. Interestingly, 
Samsung and Apple score second and 
third, respectively. Perhaps the touch 
interface hasn’t caught on as muchas 
we thought. 

9) Most Nokia users said they’d happily 
buy another Nokia when upgrading. 
Apple came second here. 

10) Generally, more people were happy 
with their Nokia phones, and they felt 
their devices were well priced, and 
offered a comparatively better feature 
set. When asked, they also said that 
they found buying a Nokia phone rela- 
tively hassle-free, due to an abundance 
of supply. Additionally, servicing of 
Nokia phones was cheaper, and dealing 
with their customer support was also 
a better experience. Sony Ericsson and 
Samsung were the next most preferred 
brands on these counts. 

11) From the minnows’ point of view, one 
thing is quite heartening. When looking 
at perceived value of owing a cell phone 
belonging to a particular brand, there’s 
not much separating the bigger brands

Nokia wins again. But then the 
momentum they’ve gained over the 

past five years will take even longer to 
whittle down, if at all, so this comes as 
no surprise. However, globally, other 
brands have taken a larger chunk out 

of their sales pie, and our survey seems 
to indicate this too. Apple is gaining 
ground, and gradually improving on 
their iPhone design. Sony Ericsson 

is also an omnipresent threat, witha 
multitude of handsets catering to a wide 
audience. Riding the Android wave 

we have Motorola, HTC and Samsung, 
closing in, but still a bit behind. Win- 
dows Phone 7 could be another catalyst 
for these brands to further close the gap. 
Let’s see how the next year pans out.

This year has not been the year of the 
HDTV. That was last year. However, this 
year has been the year of market penetra- 
tion, as we see more and more people 
opting for a flat-screen and chucking out 
their older TVs. Most importantly, this year 
has been a year of falling prices, especially 
of the larger sets. We’ve seen 32-inch TVs 
from brands like Samsung, LG, Sony and 
Philips fall from their lofty 740,000 prices, 
to 30,000. An even larger drop is in the 
42-inch segment that has fallen to below 
755,000, making it even more affordable. 
3D televisions have appeared this year, 
and most of the big vendors are offering 
them. While market adoption is yet to pick 
up, the pricing of such displays has become 
more competitive. There’s a dearth of 3D 
content, but on account of future proofing, 
if the premiums not too great, it’s a nice 
feature to have. We've also seen brands like 
Videocon and Moserbaer become more 
competitive by offering better models that 
are slowly reaching the level of the big 
players like Samsung, LG and Sony.

Although the difference is minimal 
and involves a change of only three 
points from last year, this is a big plus 
for Sony. While Canon jumped up two 
points from last year, Sony jumped five 
points. Nikon also rose, but by a single 
point and remains at number three. 


FLASH STORAGE 


If we could think of one aspect of 
computing technology that has grown 
by leaps and bounds, it has to be flash 
storage. Sure, today you can buy a 2 
terabyte hard drive, but hard drive 
technology has hardly evolved in the 
last three years. Its younger sibling flash 


however, is evolving by leaps and bounds. 


Needless to say, flash will probably be 
the future of storage - it’s compact, dis- 
sipates less heat, has no moving parts 
and is thus rugged. There are caveats 
too, but these seem to be on the mend. 
Whether it be inside your digital 
camera, or as an SSD inside your notebook, 
or even a USB drive, chances are flash has 
already touched your life. We expect to see 
a lot more of it in the future. Last year, our 
survey was for external devices. This year, 
we ve featured dedicated sections to flash 
and hard drive, as both technologies differ 
sufficiently in technology, price and usage 
scenarios to warrant this distinction.

SSDs have emerged in the Indian 
market, available for the taking. 
Granted, the pricing is atrocious, 
and often inordinately higher than 
US prices, but this is the premium 
one pays for being an early adopter. 
However, on the whole flash is cheaper 
than it used to be, and with a 32 GB 
pen drive costing merely 74,000, 
pocket storage is getting better. Cur- 
rently, 64 and 128 GB USB drives 
are very costly, but we hope to see 
prices slowly drop as people slowly 
start purchasing 32 GB drives. 

Flash is also used in cameras, and 
with HD video recording coming in, 
we've seen an increase in the density of 
flash modules used. 8 GB is pretty much 
the norm these days, while 16GB and 32 
GB cards have also become cheaper.

Kingston loses out even to SanDisk, 
and is at third spot here. Interest- 
ingly, HP occupies the fourth spot, 
while Corsair languishes some 30 
per cent behind. 

Most people feel Kingston flash prod- 
ucts are technologically advanced, 
and also stylish. This could be on 
account of the compact drives and the 
larger metal-body AES drives that 
Kingston produces. Transcend and 
SanDisk occupy the second and third 
spot, while HP is a close fourth. 
Consumer satisfaction is an all- 
important element. How satisfied 
are you with your flash-based 
product? Transcend owners love 
the quality of theirs, but they feel 
that Kingston drives are slightly 
more plentiful in the market. Their 
thoughts mirror ours. 

Kingston offers the best after sales 
support, according to our readers. 
They also resolve queries quicker, 
apprently. 

56 per cent of people who’ve bought 
Kingston say that they’d surely buy 
another product (other than flash) 
from the same brand - a winning 
score. 69.8 per cent of them say they’d 
buy another flash drive from King-

Thanks to the Internet revolution, Wi-Fi 
routers have become more commonplace 
these days. Wi-Fi routers are gaining 
popularity mainly because they’re the 
easiest way to share an Internet connection. 
With the way broadband has penetrated 
the bigger cities, the inevitable push for 

a convenient, wire-free means to share a 
high bandwidth line, surely couldn’t be far 
behind. From humble routers supporting 
802.11/g to the latest ones supporting 
802.11/n and a host of other features geared 
towards better performance and signal cov- 
erage there are a slew of models available. 
Up to three years back, only enterprises

1) D-Link is generally synonymous with 
wireless products. Ask anyone to name 
a brand dealing in these products, 
and chances are nearly 50 per cent 
of them will say D-Link. We feel this 
is due to them being in the market 
longer than other brands. In addi- 
tion to this, D-Link does quite a bit of 
advertising through various media. 

2) When it comes to brand and quality 
trust, it’s D-Link all the way. Linksys 
trails by around 19 per cent, while 
Netgear is 36 per cent behind. Belkin 
occupies fourth position. While the 
other three are fairly old players, 
Belkin is newer, and has been doing 
business here for around four 
years, no more. Interestingly, quite 
a few people have heard of ASUS, a 
brand that made wireless routers, 
but are much more fabled for their

motherboards and graphic cards. 

3) Ifyou’ve heard of it more than any- 
thing else, chances are you'll trust it 
in terms of reliability. D-Link wins 
here, with a small margin between 
Linksys and Netgear, who are 
number two and three respectively. 

4) D-Link is also perceived to be the most 
technologically advanced brand. We 
feel this has less to do with actual fact, 
and more to do with popularity. 

5) Apple’s strong reputation holds them 
in good stead. Despite having the tiniest 
product portfolio in the business, their 
routers enjoy a good reputation. In fact 
they out pace some heavyweights such 
Belkin, Zyxel, Senao and SMC in this 
regard. The leaders remain D-Link, 
Linksys and Netgear (in that order) 

6) Many people recommend D-Link to 
others, but Linksys trails closely in 
this regard.

tries to award brands that provide 
excellent products and great 
service. This article is an attempt 
to spot brands which have the poten- 
tial to become an Icon of Trust in the 
coming years. We have recognised 
five product categories where we feel 
some brands can provide 
a challenge to the existing 
“big” brands. So without 
further ado, let’s start 
with the product category 
whose leader is defi- 
nitely facing some heat. 


CELL PHONES 

Back in the day (which 

was barely five years 

ago) Nokia had a near 
monopoly in the cell 

phone market - around 

80 per cent market share 
according to some reports 
- with hardly any chal- 
lengers. The scene is 
completely different now, 
with Nokia being threatened 
on all fronts by challenger 
brands. They’re not just nipping away 
at Nokia’s feet, but actually taking a 
sizable bite. Apple, Blackberry and 
various others have created a serious 
dent in Nokia’s market share in the 
smartphone category. Currently, 
even though Nokia still has a larger 
market share than any other handset 
manufacturer in India, its growth is 
not as aggressive as it used to be. 





Thanks to new dual-SIM entry- 
level phone brands such as Micromax, 
Karbonn, Lava etc., coming in to 
India, competition is fiercer than 
ever before. Consider this: Micromax, 
despite starting out a mere two 
years ago, already has a whopping 
10 per cent market share! Although 
Nokia still has a commanding lead 
with 54 per cent market share, this 
is still a lot less than it’s heyday. 

Micromax started asa 
rural player, coming out 
with affordable phones 
that had really innova- 
tive features, suchasa 
30-day standby battery.

Although this may 
be true to some extent, you can’t deny 
the fact that a brand that sells over 
ten lakh phones a month is hardly 

a minnow. In fact, Micromax can 
hardly be accused of sitting on its 





laurels - it’s aggressively targeting 
the next higer segment with innova- 
tive features and unbelievable prices. 

The Q7, for instance, is a Wi-Fi- 
enabled, QWERTY, dual-SIM phone, 
priced under £5,000. Of late, the com- 
pany has released touchscreen phones 
that are well designed and aesthetic 
- the Micromax Pike for example. 
Other innovations include a 3D user 
interface in Qube, a phone that lets 
you use it as a remote control for other 
gadgets, and they’re also reported to be 
launching an Android phone very soon. 

Micromax was also one of the 
first players to successfully tap into 
the dual-SIM market, when none of 
the established brands like Nokia or 
Samsung had any offerings in that 
space. The company exploited that 
option leading the way for many 
other brands, which eventually 
caused the current flood of dual-SIM 
phones. Even Nokia and Samsung 
had to follow, and now offer dual- 
SIM handsets priced under 75,000. 

Although most Micromax phones 
are still manufactured in South 
East Asia (Taiwan and China), it 
has also started a manufacturing 
unit in Baddi, Himachal Pradesh. It 
already has operations in Sri Lanka, 
Nepal and Bangladesh and has 
recently launched in Dubai as well. 

All of this tells us that Micromax 
is a brand to watch out for in the 
near future. Although many other 
new brands have also made a splash 
in the Indian market, none have had 
as great an impact as Micromax. 

In terms of brand building, 
Micromax has also spent big bucks 
on advertising - it’s reported to have 
an advertising budget of 7100 crore,

Karbonn and Lava are two other 
companies in the dual-SIM market 
that are slowly but surely catching up. 
The basic strategy is the same - release 
entry-level, dual-SIM cellphones. 
Recently Lava has tied up with the 
National Geographic Channel (NGC) 
to pre-load NGC content on all Lava 
handsets. Videocon has also released an 
Android offering in the form of Zeus. 
All-in-all, the cellphone market is 
seeing a lot of challengers. Since the 
price barrier has been conquered, 
the only way for these companies 
to survive is to up their innovation 
ante, and improve on the after-sales 
service. Nokia is the undisputed 
ruler right now as far as the num- 
bers go, but for once we really don’t 
know what the future holds. 


DIGITAL CAMERAS 


Canon, Sony and Nikon have domi- 
nated the digital camera market, as far 
as India is concerned. According to 
market share figures in India, Canon is 
the leader in the dSLR segment, while 
Sony rules the point-and-shoot arena. 

If we consider the number of 
models launched across all catego- 
ries, from January 2008 to date - 
Canon 58, Nikon 51, Sony 60, 
Olympus 55, Panasonic 59 - it’s 
obvious that everyone’s releasing the 
same amount of new models. The dif- 
ference lies in the fact that Olympus 
and Panasonic launched many more 
point-and-shoots, while Canon, Nikon 
and Sony launched more mid- and 
high-end models. These are the ones 
that make the headlines, and the results 
of this are highlighted when you look 
at the Google Insights data - Olympus 
and Panasonic trail the top three by a 
huge margin. 

However, both these manufac- 
turers are responsible for one inno- 
vative technology in particular that 


has caught our attention - the Micro 
Four Thirds standard. It was intro- 
duced by Olympus and Panasonic 

in 2008. This technology does away 
with the mirror inside a dSLR camera, 
thus allowing the same sensor size 


as most entry-level dSLRs, but 
with sleeker camera bodies. 

Olympus has three cameras in 
this series - the PEN E-P1, E-P2 and 
E-PL1 - whereas Panasonic has five 
cameras here, including the Lumix 
DMC-GI1, G2, G10 and GH1 among 
others. The success of this format can 
be gauged from the fact that Sony and 
Samsung have also come out with 
Micro Four Thirds - Sony’s NEX3 
and NEX5 and Samsung’s NX10. 
Canon and Nikon, so far have not come 
out with any cameras in this segment. 
Clearly, Olympus and Panasonic have a 
first mover advantage in this segment. 

While Panasonic has a good pan 
India presence with over 100 branded 
shops, Olympus severely lacks the 
same. One of the main reasons Canon, 
Sony and Nikon are top-of-the-line, as 
far as camera sales is concerned, is due 
to their robust network in the country. 
Apart from service centres and deal- 
erships spread 
across the length 
and breadth 
of the country, 
Canon, Sony and 
Nikon also have 
exclusive show- 
rooms. To pose 
a threat to this domination, Pana- 
sonic and Olympus will just have to 
increase their presence in the country. 

Advertising spends of each 
of the big three - Canon, Nikon 
and Sony - are much higher than 
the budgets that Olympus and 
Panasonic have, combined! 

It’s obvious that both Olympus and 
Panasonic need to create more aware- 
ness about their innovations. Canon has 
a thriving community of photographers 
with a program called Canon Edge, 
thus reinforcing brand value. Nikon 
has also innovated on the advertising 
front by having a product placement 
ina Bollywood movie. It is about time

with an investment of $1,500 crore, 
which may bring down prices further. 
Videocon is also a contract manu- 
facturer for a lot of companies. Philips 
has entered a 5-year deal with Vide- 
ocon, and the latter will manufacture, 
market and distribute Philips TVs in 
the country. The point we are trying to 
make here is, this gives Videocon the 
edge over other LCD TV companies, 
who generally source panels from 
abroad, and do most of the assembling 
abroad as well. With a manufacturing 
unit in India, combined with Videocon’s 
robust distribution network, we should 
see an increase of its market share. 
There are other players like Moser- 
Baer and Godrej for instance, who 
offer LCD TVs at economical prices. 
However, based on our test results, we 
can tell you that they have a long way 
to go before they can pose a serious 
threat to Sony or Samsung. Offer- 
ings like 3D or something innovative 
like gesture gaming which was seen 
in Godrej’s Game LCD TV look nice, 
but this is a time when consumers 
in general and first time buyers’ in 





particular are more interested in better 
quality for the money they spend. 


LAPTOPS / NETBOOKS 


Laptops is one product category that 
is seeing increasing differentiation 
by the day. With netbooks added to 
the fray, this market has become very 
diverse. Here again we forsee a lot 

of challengers. But first up lets look 
at some numbers to get an overall 
picture of who stands where. 

As far as sales go, 8.05 lakh units 
were sold between April and June 
2010. This is a staggering 61 per cent 
growth over the same period last 
year. The undisputed leader here is 
Dell, with a market share of 29.2 per 
cent, followed by HP and Acer. 

Netbook sales have also grown at an

1. Manipulators: Robotic Manipula- 
tors are typically static (fixed-base) 
robots that are typically used in 
manufacturing. These are rou- 
tinely visible in most assembly line 
factories all over the world, buta 
sequential phone-switching system 
could be called a manipulator too. 

2. Mobile robots: Mobile (movable) 
robots are usually platforms with

Classification of FIRA robots 


The event was segregated into five 
categories as follows: Mirosot, HuroCup, 
AndroSot, RoboSot and SimuroSot as 
defined by FIRA. 

Mirosots are rather small robotic bodies 
with dimensions restricted to 7.9x/.9x/.9cm. 
These compete in a game of soccer, played 
with an orange golf ball. The teams are 
controlled via one host computer per 
team. Similarly, HuroCup involves physical 
activities such as sprint, penalty kick, 
obstacle run, lifting and carrying, weight 
lifting, marathon, basketball and wall 
climbing. 

AndroSots closely resemble humans to 
scale and proportion. These are two-legged 
robots that interpret the position of the ball, 
goal and members of the opposite team in a 
game of soccer. Also, these robots are fully 
autonomous. 

RoboSots can be either fully or semi- 
autonomous. In the semi-autonomous 
mode, the on-board camera is used by the 
host computer to guide its movements.

Iam 
still doubtful, however, that we will see 
this in India over the next 50 years...

Given the rapid developments in the 
field of robotics, what can we expect in the 
future? According to Dr. Vadakkepat and 
FIRA President Dr. Kim Jong-Hwan, “we, 
as humans have not been able to adopt 
robots into our daily lives because we are 
emotional beings.

How robots work 

In popular science fiction, Isaac Asi- 

mov’s three laws of robotics describe

- A robot must obey any orders 
given to it by human beings, 
except where such orders would 
conflict with the First Law. 

e A robot must protect its own existence 
as long as such protection does not 
conflict with the First or Second Law. 

However, robot programmers haven't 

really reached far ahead yet in reality.

in the field. Panasonic’s HOSPI (a 
hospital robot that serves, cleans and 
takes X-rays), humanoids like TOPIO 

(a robot that plays table tennis) and 
recent bionic innovations indicate that a 
growing presence of robots in our daily 
life is inevitable. Automated transport 





vehicles, rescue robots and robotic 
explorers are already being worked on 

to be enhanced for interaction with the 
general populace. The multi-disciplinary 
influences of cognitive sciences, bio- 
robotics and linguistics are bound to 
come up with better robots. So, although 
youre not going to see WALL-E just yet, 
you will see robots help you out with 
your housework in the near future. 


India connections 

According to Prof. Gayatri Menon, 
Faculty and Coordinator of the Toy and 
Game Design Department at the National 
Institute of Design, Gandhinagar, indus- 
trial robotics have seen a spurt in develop- 
ment in India over the last decade. ABB, 
the European automation giant, has a bur- 
geoning business in India, with Indian 
companies buying industrial robots for 
a variety of functions like welding, paint 
finishing and material handling. In view 
of this, it has set up a Robotics Applica- 
tion Centre in Bangalore especially 
for the purpose. Prof. Menon feels that 
the Indian industries have shed their 
inhibitions about using robots in their 
factories over the last few years and the 
perception that roboticization would lead 
to unemployment is no longer in vogue. 

Start-ups like Pulkit Gaur’s Gridbots 
(Ahmedabad), Dr. Prahlad Vedakke- 
pat’s Robhatah (Bangalore) and Abheek 
Bose’s Robots Alive (Bangalore) are 
not only actively pursuing innova- 
tions in robotics but also interacting 
with faculty, students and researchers 
through specially designed workshops 
on robotic technology. These are usu- 
ally designed to provide a balanced 
exposure to the theoretical as wellas 
the practical aspects to robotics. 

However, Prof. Menon feels that the 
introduction of Mechatronics as a subject 
in engineering colleges in India - and the 
growing number of robotics competitions 
such as the SmartMove contest in Banga-

lore on January 30, 2010 - are steps in the 
right direction and will serve to increase 
the awareness of the layman to robotics. 
Pranjal Rai, a research student 
in Education through robotics at 
the National Institute of Design, 
Ahmedabad, who has spent several 
months surveying the robotics scene in 
schools of India, found that most school 
authorities and faculty see robotics as 
a hobby activity. At the personal level, 
Lego’s Mindstorms kits took the world 
by storm in 1998 but are still quite expen- 
sive by Indian standards. Rai, to his sur- 
prise, found that most robot-kits for chil- 
dren ended up in disuse, being ignored 
after a few attempts at play.

Cleaning up the Cosmos 


We're talked about e-waste before, but there’s a 
whole other type that’s threatening our future — orbital 
debris, or space junk, as It’s more popularly known...

n September this year, Boeing 
announced its intention to pur- 
chase a ticket for the new space 
race. It’s not all about getting spy 
satellites and ICBM busters into orbit 
anymore. The future is space tourism! If 
Boeing’s efforts go as planned, by 2015, 
a lucky few of us will blast-off from 
Florida’s Cape Canaveral in a state-of- 
the-art “Space Taxi”. Of course, this 
Space Taxi won't be as crowded as the 
transportation we're used to...it will have 





a maximum of seven people onboard - at 
least three of which will be professional 
astronauts. And you won’t even have to 
pay extra for meals, or water! 

British tycoon, Richard Branson, 
truly believes that space is the final 
frontier. He founded a company called 
Virgin Galactic, which is expected to 
begin test flights beyond Earth’s atmos- 
phere in 2012. 

In less than a decade, space around 
Earth is going to get crowded - teeming 
with tourists. However, it’s already 
crowded up there. In fact, Mumbai’s 
crowded local trains would seem empty, 
in relative terms. 





Dodging bullets 

We're surprised no one’s calling their 
space project Neo, after Keanu Reeves’ 
character in the Matrix trilogy. Why? 
Because launching into space these days is 
like dodging Agents who are shooting at 
you with sub-machine guns. 

Future space tourists in so-called Space 
Taxis will actually face higher risks than 
drivers on the worst Indian roads. 

On the periphery of our atmosphere, 
there are about 5,00,000 objects flying 
about at breakneck speed. Nuts, bolts, 
shards of metal, plastic, etc. - all remnants 
of previous space missions, and old satel- 
lites, and all deathly dangerous. 

Now, before you accuse us of sensa- 
tionalism, and think, “Sheesh, talk about 
over-hyped! Nuts and bolts indeed,” try 
and imagine what a nut would feel like 
if it were shot at you at over 40,000+ 
kilometers per hour! At such speeds, a 
nut would go through a tank; and in space, 
that’s one dead tank. 

Already there have been numerous 
cases of near misses for vital satellites 
orbiting the earth. On one occasion NASA 
had to replace a window on a space

shuttle, and that damage was caused by 
a mere flake of paint - one tenth of a mil- 
limetre wide! 

In February this year, the world woke 
up to the news that a near head-on collision 





between the residual portions of a spent 
Chinese rocket and the European Space 
Agency’s (ESA) huge Envisat Earth remote- 
sensing spacecraft had been narrowly 
averted. The tracking information released 
by the US and Germany shows that these 
two objects had floated past each other ata 
nail-biting distance of a mere 160 feet. The 
ESA’s Envisat tips the scales at 8 tonnes, 
and the old Chinese rocket is estimated to 
weigh 3.8 tonnes. In space, that’s like two 
bullet trains at full speed missing each 
other by micro-meters. 

What’s worse, if such a collision had 
taken place, the threats of space junk would 
have increased in orders of magnitude 
because of all the additional debris that 
these two huge objects would have left 





behind after they were destroyed. Thank- 
fully, scientists on the ground were able 
to steer the ESA Envisat out of harm’s 
way. All we can say is we have new-found 
respect for the astronauts who live aboard 
the International Space Station - flirting 
with constant threats. 


Monitoring the junk 

Mankind is yet to come up with a work- 
able solution to clearing our own garbage 
in space. With increased activity in space 
- DTh and HD channels need satellites 
now, don’t they - the amount of junk is 


only going to rise. IN fact, if we don’t finda 
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solution soon, some theories suggest that 
we may be on the verge of a rather serious 
series of accidents - one big collision in 
orbit could cause a chain reaction of sorts, 
sending debris everywhere, taking out all 
our satellites and knocking us back to the 
days of radio! 

The good news is that the those respon- 
sible for most of the junk to begin with, are 
finally waking up to the dangers. 

NASA has started the Orbital Debris 
Program, which can't really run a clean-up 
job just yet, but currently tracks the size 
and speed of the debris in orbit around 
Earth. At least if they know what’s out 
there they can try and avoid it. 


Cleaning up 

There are a lot of ideas on how we could 
do a cosmic cleanup, but not many are 
doable just yet. For instance, Jim Hol- 
lopeter, the man who helped designed 
rockets during the 1980s, has suggested 
that aging rockets loaded with water

could be used to spray orbiting junk and 
knock them towards the atmosphere to 
burn up. Other ideas include junk-zap- 
ping lasers that would put Hollywood sfx 
to shame - after all, if lasers can take out 
missiles, they can also incinerate junk? 
Some suggestions just border on 
crazy, like deploying large nets mag- 
nets to snag the junk. Actually, even 
blasting big shards of junk would 
only lead to smaller more dangerous 
particles - more dangerous because

HOW WE TESTED 


his testhas two components 

to it- features and perform- 

ance. The former is equal 
parts a listing of specifications 
and a checklist of features present/ 
absent. Each phone is evaluated 
on the basis of build quality, ergo- 
nomics and usability. We rate both 
physical keypads and on-screen 
keypads similarly. 

On the performance front, signal 
quality, clarity and integrity is on 
top of our priority list. We divide our 
testing of the signal quality, which 
is a look at the quality of internals 
like the antenna and baseband, 
into three zones. Zone one has 
maximum signal strength, zone 
two is indoors, whereas zone three 
represents the worst possible case 
of signal attenuation one can find. 
For zone three, we generally use 
a basement, or a region with bad 
reception. We also test the quality 
and loudness of the loudspeaker, as 
well as the quality of the bundled 
earphones. The camera and video 
capturing components are also 
tested and rated, as is the video 
playback, for which, the display 
is the major factor, along with the 
speed of processing. Bluetooth 
speed is measured by transferring 
an 11 MB file to the phone, via an 
Apple MacBook. For judging photo 
quality, we look for colour accuracy, 
noise and grain, and focussing. The 
display is rated on the basis of its 
colour, contrast and blackness 
levels.

The 21.5 inch iMac still con- 
tains the same 4 GB of DDR3 
RAM running at a higher 
1333 MHz, up from 1066 MHz 
of the previous generation. 
Memory can be upgraded 
to up to 16 GB. As far as the 
aesthetics go, Apple has not 
implemented any changes 
as far as the overall design 
goes. The unibody aluminum 
body with sharp edges is still 
there. Screen looks as beau- 
tiful as always thanks to the 
backlit LED with an IPS panel, 
having a resolution of 1920 x 
1080 with a 16:9 aspect ratio. 
Viewing angles like its pred- 
ecessor are quite good. Due 
to the glass cover, the screen 
tends to be reflective and 
watching movies with lights 
around you can kill the expe- 
rience. 

The Bluetooth wireless key- 


board and Magic Mouse as 
the same from the previous 
generation.

Applications have sur- 
prising omissions like Aper- 
ture and iWork which are both 
present in the previous genera- 
tion iMac that we had tested 
in May. 

Synthetic tests like Geek- 
bench gave a score of 5,735 
(which is higher than the 4,750 
observed in Core i5 MacBook 
Pro as well as 4214 which was 
obtained in the 27 inch iMac 
Core 2 Duo test). Xbench aced 
as well with a score of 223.06 
as opposed to 158.2 of the 
MacBook Pro and 176 of the 
27 inch iMac. Real life tests 
like data transfer also gave 
impressive rates of around 48 
MB/s. Encoding around six 
MP3 files (approx size 54 MB) 
to AAC format in iTunes 10 
took around 56 seconds. We 
noticed that the iMac gets con- 
siderably hot on the bottom left 
hand corner on the rear side 
after prolonged usage.

One major issue every serious 
photographer has to consider 
with nature or landscape pho- 
tography is varying exposure 
and the lightest and darkest 
areas of an image.

In the 13-second exposure 
image, the sky and most of the 
ocean looks good, while rocks 
are darkened because of the 
shadows.

Adding a Layer Mask

The next step is the most 
important step in this process. 
We shall add a layer mask 
on the top layer to mask the 
regions that do not have a 
good exposure and show only 
the good parts of the layer. The 
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Layers Panel or add a Layer 
Mask from the Layers Menu. A 
mask which is displayed by a 
white thumbnail appears next to 
the layer thumbnail. The white 
colour of the mask indicates that 
the mask is opaque. Painting a 
region of this mask black makes 
it transparent depending on the 
amount of black and the layer 
below becomes visible through 
the mask. The amount of grey on 
it indicates how transparent or 
opaque the mask is. So the mask 
transparency changes based on 
the colour range between white 
and black painted onto the mask 


Paint the Layer Mask 


Now select the Brush Tool from 
the tools menu on the left or hit 
the B key on your keyboard. Set 


the Foreground Colour 
to Black and from the 
Brushes options bar 
on top set the Opacity 
of the Brush to 508. 
Select a soft edged 
brush or just change 
the hardness of a solid 
round brush to zero. 
Choose a Brush size 
large enough to be able 
to paint over the entire 
bottom part of the 
image. In this case, we 
do this since the view of 
the rocks where there 
is good detail is only 
from the lighter image.

Making the Final 
Changes 

Now to verify the exact regions 
of each of the layer that are 
visible or the percentage of the 
image that has been blended 
in to obtain the final outcome, 
click on the individual layers 
Eye icon and note which parts 
of the layers are made visible 
due to the layer mask on the 
top layer. The compound of 
both the layers after masking 
and adjusting the curves 
gives rise to the final image.

Dual processing of 
the Raw image 

There is another way to do the 
exact same thing as illustrated 
above. If you have a high-end 
digital SLR camera, you can 
make sure you take only a Raw 
file of a picture and not process 
it for a final image. You only 
need a single exposure and 
make sure the exposure is from 
an unprocessed Raw file. You 
can basically create the same 
effects as above using this 
process. This is not possible 
though, if the still contains 
moving objects or if the picture 
was not taken while the camera 
was perfectly stationary. The 
primary method here is to 
bias the histogram to the right 
as much as possible without 
clipping the bright spots with 
respect to the exposure. Ensure 
that you have best exposure for 
the darker areas. 

Now process the first edi- 
tion of the image using Adobe 
Camera Raw software for a 
particular region of the image. 
Select the blue Options for Work 
flow button located below the 
preview button and open this 
file in Adobe Photoshop as a 
smart object. In Photoshop, 
create a new smart object by 
selecting the New Smart Object 
option under Layers > Smart 
Objects. Duplicate the smart 
object Layer. Double-clicking 
it will let the duplicate smart 
object get affected by the Raw 
dialogue box. Make adjust- 
ments as needed. You can use 
exposure, light fill and bright- 
ness by making the appropriate 
changes in the slider. Use the 
same process of masking above 


to blend in the two images. 


Multi Camera Work- 
flow using Adobe 
Premiere Pro 

One crucial factor for every 
videographer and video editor 
is to get the right camera angle 





in a video sequence with the 
right texture, light conditions 
and contrast. While shooting 
professional videos, films 
and television programs; this 
is achieved by using a setup 
of multiple cameras (combi- 
nation of video or/and still) 
which record simultaneously. 
The recorded media is then 
imported to a digital editing 
environment. Adobe Premiere 
Pro is a professional video 
editing software covering all 
aspects of professional video 
editing, starting from cap- 
turing the video, processing 
and final packaging. 

You can start by taping an 
event with four video cameras 
(the maximum limit of the Pre- 
miere Pro CS3, the version we 
are using for this workshop). 
For more footage you can nest 
clips and sequences as shown 
later. Ensure good lighting con- 
ditions to get a decent clip to 
edit. Set acoustics according to 
position of the subjects of the 
video, for each camera. The 
cameras must be placed such 
that all subjects are covered 
in the footage. Do not record 
over retakes, but keep multiple 
copies till the editing stage and 
import these clips into a new 
Adobe Premiere Pro project. 

Adobe Premiere Pro allows 
you to sync source footage from 
multiple cameras. You can 
edit the footage by switching 
between sources during play- 
back. Premiere Pro has a tool 
named multi-camera monitor 
that is used for this editing, more 
like simulating live camera 
switching. After capturing the 
footage in Adobe Premiere Pro, 
you can implement a simple 
workflow to edit the footage. 
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Tips & Tricks 


Start with stacking the clips 
from all cameras onto separate 
tracks of a new instance of a 
sequence. You then need to syn- 
chronise these clips by marking 
the sync point with numbered 
clip markers, or simply reassign 
the sync point to a specific time- 
code for each camera. 

Create a multi-camera 
target sequence by nesting 
the sequences of 








syn- 
chronised clips into new 
sequences. Record the multi- 
camera edits by viewing the 
footage of all four cameras 
simultaneously on all four 
cameras along with the 
option to switch between 
cameras to choose footage 
for the final sequence. In the 
end of the workflow, you will 
need to adjust and refine the 
edits already made. The final 
sequence can be re-recorded 
from one of the other cam- 





eras. The sequence can be 
edited using standard tools 
and techniques for editing, 
applying effects, or multi 
track composition. 


Assembling 
multicamera footage 
Open Adobe Premiere Pro and 
import the recorded clips into 
a new project. Open a clip by 
double-clicking on its instance 
in the Project panel. Load the 
audio waveform in the source 
monitor by toggling the 
“Toggle Video and Audio” (it 
) button on the source monitor 
till it is set as “Take Audio” ( 
2). Use the waveform to sync 
the sound clip to the video and 
then set the Toggle Video and 
Audio button back to Video 
and Audio. Now right-click 
on the current time indicator 
and mark the clip using a 
numbered clip marker from 
the Clip menu. Repeat this for 
each footage. Now all you need 
to dois drag and drop the clips 
from the project panel into an 
independent video track in the 
timeline.

Displaying the Multi 
Camera Monitor 
Multi-camera monitor plays 
footage of each camera and 
a preview of the final edited 
sequence. After recording the 
final sequence, camera pre- 
view makes it active and record 
footage from that camera. In 
playback mode, the active 
camera is indicated by a yellow 
border and red while recording. 
This monitor includes the con- 
trols for standard playback and 
transport. The sequence in the 
preview display can be played 
using the play around button 
(Œ) including any pre- or post-

roll frames. 
To display the Multi- 
Camera Monitor, select the

Adding clips for 

multi-camera editing 
You can use any type of media 
in multi-camera editing ses- 
sion, including footage from 
various cameras or still images. 
The media can be assembled 
into sequences of up to four 
videos and four audio tracks

and you can add more than one 
clip to a track if required. Upon 
assembly of clips, synchronise 
them and create the target 
sequence by firstly creating a 
new sequence and placing clips 
from each camera on a separate 
video (and audio) track. Only 
one clip per track can be syn- 
chronised. 


Synchronising clips 
Mark the sync points for 
each camera’s footage before 


attempting to synchronise 
them. Sync points can be 
marked by setting similarly 
numbered markers for each 
clip or setting the time code 
manually for the clip, as was 
done in the assembly of the 
clips. Avoid overwriting adja- 
cent clips if you have multiple 
clips on the same track. 

Select the clips to be syn- 
chronised and target a track by 
clicking its track header to align 
other clips to it. If synchronisa- 
tion is by the in-point, the begin- 
ning of each clip aligns with the 
in-point of the target track. Ifthe 
in-point falls before the point

zero, the clip will be trimmed 
accordingly during synchroni- 
zation. If a track of the linked 
video/audio pair is unselected, 
the pair becomes out of sync, 
and out-of-sync indicators will 
appear on the clips. 

Choose Synchronize from 
the Clip menu and select 
among: 

e Clip Start synchronizes 
clips according to the in points 
of the clips. 

e Clip End synchronizes clips 
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according to the out points of 
the clips. 

e Time code synchronizes by 
a specified timecode. To make 
this less cumbersome, video 
editing professionals choose to 
use only minutes, seconds and 
frames to synchronize the clips. 
This can be done by selecting 
the ignore hours option. 

e Numbered clip marker 
synchronizes by the assigned 
markers placed on the clip. 


Creating multi 
camera target / 
nested sequence 
Create a new sequence from the 
file menu and drag the sequence 
with the multi-camera clips 
into one of the video tracks 
on the new sequence. This 
is nesting of a sequence. 
Sequences can be nested 
within sequences to innumer- 
able depths in order to create 
diverse groups and structure. 
Multi-camera can be enabled 
for selected clips by enabling 
it in the clip menu. Nested 
sequences appear as single clip 
even though the source may 
contain multiple tracks. Opera- 
tions such as moving, trimming 
and applying effects to a nested 
sequence is similar to any 
other clip. Changes in source 
sequence are automatically 
applied to the nest. Nesting 
enables a video editor to repeat 
complex sequences without 
the necessity of reworking the 
entire set of effects and opera- 





tions. Playing same sequence 
with different effect at each 
playback. Reduce the estate 
used on the editing menu and 
keeps the workspace primp 
and neat, and hence reducing 
any possibility of losing sync 
during editing. 

Apply new transition to 
each clip in the nest, which 
in case of clips can be done 
for only one transition. A 
sequence, however, cannot be 
nested within itself and nesting 
takes up more processing time 
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due to the possibility of long

Recording multi- 
camera edits 

Open the multi camera monitor 
for a multi-cam sequence and 
click the button for record on/off 
(Œ). To enable recording during 
playback, click preview of the 
camera you want to record on 
the multi-camera monitor. 
Selecting Audio follows Video in 
the multi-camera panel menu, 
enables recording audio from the 
selected camera. Mix the desired 
tracks to one track on the source 
sequence, and select the resulting 
audio to record audio from the 
selected camera to the audio track 
(Audio follows video option must 
be disabled in this case). 

The playback button plays 
video from all the cameras, 
and the footage from active 
camera is recorded in the target 
sequence of multi-camera. You 
can switch between cameras by 
selecting the particular preview 
or hitting the corresponding 
keyboard number key (for 
example, 1 for camera 1). 

The stop or the record button 
releases the recording mode. 
Playback controls can be used 
for preview after the recording 
stops. This does not overwrite

Select the display for 
the footage to be added to the 
sequence (on select, the display 
border is in yellow) and choose

line. You can also use the insert 
(E8) or overlay (Œ) buttons in 
the source monitor for the same 
purpose. 


Adding transitions 

You would like to add some 
transitions like colour correc- 
tion, adding titles and green 
screen overlays to your clips. 
Video and audio transitions can 
be added by using the shortcuts 
to add the default transition for 
both audio and video. Roll the 
current time indicator on the 
timeline to the beginning and 
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press Page Down which takes 
you to the next edit point. 
Default video transition can 
be simply added by pressing 
[Ctrl]+[D], and the default 
audio transition by pressing 
[Ctrl]+Shift+[D]. You can 
add other effects and transi- 
tions from the Effect controls 
panel which has several Presets 
and Audio and Video effects 
and Transitions.

Tracking Assets 
3ds Max has an inbuilt asset 


management system that is 
extremely helpful in keeping 
track of where your maps and 





Autodesk 3ds Max 
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textures paths are pointing to, 
and ensuring it’s the correct 
path to the file on your system 
or network server. Normally 
though, the feature most 
people overlook but which is 
still a very powerful feature is 
the asset tracking system and 
its capability to allot multiple 
custom dependencies into the 
same file. This lets you store 
any file present within the 
3ds Max scene from any loca- 
tion very quickly. This could 
be anything from a simple 
project status note, to complex 
environment location photos, 
or concept art in general. What 
this helps you with, is the fact 
that when the same 
3ds Max file is dis- 
tributed or trans- 
ferred between art- 
ists and designers, 
you can make sure 
that the necessary 
information needed 
to finish the project 
is always tagged 
and marked in the 
specific max file. 

1) To access this 
feature and toolset 
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Select Asset Tracking from the Manage menu 


press the Shift + [T] 
shortcut, or click on the Jewel 
Icon on the left top, ‘File’ in 
older versions, then under 
the Manage menu select Asset 
Tracking. 

2) After clicking on Asset 
Tracking, a floating window 
should appear with the dif- 
ferent Asset Tracking options. 
Now simply right-click to open 
a quadruple options menu 
with four different lists of 
options. Select ‘Assign Custom 
dependencies’ by navigating 
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through the menu. Now you 
can assign files within the 
current 3ds Max scene file for 
future reference. 

After assigning a depend- 
ency, you can simply right- 
click the file, and then you 
can either ‘View Image File’ or 
select ‘Reveal in Explorer’. By 
following this simple process, 
you can speed up your work- 
flow several fold. It helps sig- 
nificantly when you constantly 
need to access the respective 
files.

Decreasing render 
time 

One of the most common things 
you do when building complex 
poly models is keep rendering 
the image to keep testing for the 
final outcome. It is very impor- 
tant to lower the time it takes 
for the test render to speed up 
the testing process and the gen- 
eral workflow. 

1) We first need to reduce the 
size of the image that needs to 
be rendered. It is recommended 
you use a 150x110 pixel size 
output. Although this may 
not let you see the details of the 
object, itis good to test lighting 
conditions and shadows in the 
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Render Setup 
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final output. 
2) Decreasing the 
quality of the shadow 


materials and self-illuminated 
materials are light emitting for 
rendering engines like Mental 
Ray & Vray. Using these par- 
ticular materials on an object 
like a box will have the same 
effect as that of a photometric 
area light or a Vray light. 

2) Always make sure you are 
using soft shadows in most 





common cases before ren- 
dering. Hard shadows have a 
tendency of making the object 
and the final image appear 
fake. You can chanee the set- 
tings on the Mr Omni / Spot 
scale by changing the size of the 
light in the area light param- 
eters. For rendering using 
Mental Ray you will have to 
make use of RAYTRACED 
shadows.

Getting back lost 
interface windows,

electrolytic capacitors are 
connected to the negative 
terminal of battery. Reversing 
the orientation of the capaci- 
tors can cause malfunction. 
This circuit has two modes 
of operation - bar mode and 
dot mode. In the bar mode, the 
LEDs light up resembling a 
bar graph. Similarly, in the 
dot mode, the corresponding 
LED lights up, referring to the 
specified temperature. 

Before you can operate the 
circuit, you need to calibrate it 
so that it operates in a linear 
way. Make all the connections, 
connect the battery and switch 
the circuit on. Keep it on for a 
couple of minutes, so that the 
circuit stabilises. Measure the 
voltage at pin 7 of IC2. For this 
set your multimeter to DCV. 
Keep the black probe connected 
to the negative terminal of the 
battery and the red probe con- 
nected to pin 7 of IC2. Vary 
resistor R7 so that the voltage at 
pin 6and 7 stabilises at around 
3.345V. Similarly, adjust R5 so 
that the voltage at pin 4 stabi- 
lises at 2.545V. 








Now disconnect the bat- 
tery, remove both ICs from the 
breadboard and vary R2 such 
that the resistance across R1 
and R2 should be three times 
the value of R3. For example, if 





you measure R3 and instead of 
1k, it measures 990 ohms, then 
you need to adjust R2 so that 
R1 (approx 2.2k) and R2’s value 
would add up to 2.99K. 

Reconnect the ICs in the 
circuit, switch the power on, 
and the LED should light up as 
shown in the figure.

This Diwali, make sure you're buying smart, and buying safe; it is your hard-earned 
money we're talking about here after all, isn’t it? 


he technology industry has 
scaled new heights over the 
past few years. However, 
so have your problems asa 
consumer. Products just aren’t built 
the way they used to be, and if you’re 
not careful, you might end up witha 
dud, and one you paid a pretty penny 
for too. How do you avoid getting 
ripped-off, when you go out and buy 
this festival season? It’s hard isn’t 
it, with thousands of offers being 
thrown in your face, and cut-throat 
price wars vying for your attention. 
All you really have on your side is 
knowledge. If you prepare yourself you 
can navigate through the treacherous 
waters that our shopping malls have 
become - relatively unscathed. It is, 
after all, a lot better to be careful before 
you buy than to run about from 
pillar to post trying to get a faulty 
product repaired, or approaching 
a consumer court to try and get 
some justice, if you were cheated. 
The operative word here is 
“consumer”. This is because 
as a consumer, you graduate 
from being a mere buyer, to someone, 
anyone, who consumes the goods or 
services that you (or someone else) 
paid for. This could be eatables bought 
from a shop, a service you paid for, 
or basically anything in whicha 
monetary transaction was involved. 
The Consumer Protection Act of 
1986 confirms this, by dealing with the 
word “consumer” in two ways. The first 
is with respect to goods, and the second 
pertains to services. This is important 
to know, because the term consumer 
covers a lot more; it includes not just 
the person who actually paid fora 
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product or service, but also the person 
who consumed it. For example, if your 
parents bought you a gadget - although 
the bill may be in your father’s name, if 
something went wrong, both you and 
your father would have equal rights 
to demand compensation as per the 
warranty terms and conditions, and 
also be equally eligible to initiate action 
against a service provider or seller, who 
did not fulfill the promise of warranty. 
Before any purchase, you should use 
any means to find out more about the 
actual product/service and the brand 
name you're paying for. You can do this 
by consulting with other buyers, or 
just looking up reviews online. There 
are dedicated web sites that provide 
immense information and comparisons 
of products, without the bias ofa seller

who may just be trying to offload 
the stock that hasn’t been selling. 


Where you buy 

Next on your list of things to be careful 
about is where you're buying your 
product from. It’s obviously better to 
buy from more reputed outlets, and 

try as far as possible to avoid roadside 
vendors for important technology 
purchases. You never know what you're 
getting from these roadside shops, and 
many of them are fly-by-night operators. 
Just because you saw them there 
yesterday, doesn’t guarantee that they'll 


be there today. Try getting a replacement 
if something goes wrong, and you could 
even get beaten up in extreme cases. 
And for what? A few Rupees less? Is it 
really worth the hassle? Also, you could 
be buying pirated products, or cheap 
knock-offs, and paying almost full price! 


Brands and warranties 

A lot of new companies enter the market 
well-prepared, and are often looking to 
gain as much market share by giving 
you irresistible offers. Before you buy 
anything from a new brand, try and find 
out more about them. For example, don’t 
be afraid to ask the seller how many of 
the brand’s service centres are in your 





city, and how many are near your home 
or office. Also make it a point to read 
their warranty terms. Sometimes you 
might find that new brands 
offer better warranty terms, 
such as an onsite warranty, 
as opposed to carry-in by 
other brands. Of course 

the reverse might also hold 
true, as not all new brands 
can afford this. In certain 
categories, such as TVs or refrigerators, 
where an onsite warranty is the norm, 
it’s all the more important to check the 
terms for a new brand, and not just 
assume that everything’s as expected.

Another mistake we’re almost always 

culpable of is worrying about the 

price, and not the documentation. 

Make sure to get those warranty 

documents stamped and filled out. 
Although most of us don’t really 

care about this, and most big brands 

will still honour their warranty just 

by looking at your bill, don’t assume 

that this will always be the case. 

By law, if the warranty card is not 

filled out properly by the dealer, the 

brand has the right to refuse you 

service. If you don’t believe us, read 

the fine print on the warranty card. 
Why take chances with expensive 

purchases, when it will only 

waste a few minutes of your time 

to get the dealer to fill it out? 


MRP 

The maximum retail price (MRP) 
of a product is binding by law. 
You have the right to lodgea 
complaint with the Weights and

Measurement Department, or with 
a consumer court, if anyone sells 
you a product for more than the 
MRP. Remember to get the bill of 
course, so that you can prove it. 

In all honesty, if someone tries 
and sells you somethng at MRP 
in the tech field, just walk away - 
almost every gadget we’ve ever come 
across is sold lower than MRP. It has 
been known to happen though, and 
vendors claim that this is because of 
a price rise - however, by law, all old 
stock has to be sold at the old prices 
that were in force when the seller 
purchased it from the distributor. 


Precautions 

It is also the duty of the 
manufacturing company to clearly 
inform you about specific details 

of a product. For example, ifa 
mixer-grinder should not be run 
continuously for more thana 

specific time, then it is the duty of 
the company to warn you of that 
through the documentation provided.

Finally, if for some reason, despite 
all the precautions you take, you 

find yourself being denied your 
rights, you should file a complaint in 
consumer court. You can even argue 
your own case, since a lawyer is not 
mandatory. You need to make sure 
that you have filed a formal complaint 
with the manufacturer before 
approaching the courts, though, 

in order to give the manufacturer 

the opportunity to address your 
grievances. In fact, it is often 
beneficial to your case if you’ve made 
formal complaints and sent notices 
to the manufacturer, which might tilt 
the court’s decision in your favour. 

Another advantage of issuing 
these notices is that the matter 
is often escalated within the 
company, and you might find your 
problem gets resolved quicker. 

At the end of the day, all that 
matters is that you have peace of 
mind, and are not cheated out of 
your hard-earned money. Ell

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If you use your computer for any 

demanding tasks such as gaming, video 

editing, or transcoding, there’s little 
reason not to overclock. You'll get faster frame 
rates, quicker renders, and the performance 
ofa system costing hundreds of dollars more. 
How can you say no to that? 


The Overall Overclocking 
Technique 

Before disclosing the basic overclocking 
technique that works for everything, there’s 


one word we really want you to become 
familiar with: stability. 

The key toa successful overclock is being 
able to use the computer when you're done. 
That means: You can play games, crunch 
numbers, transcode video, sync your iPod, 
or whatever, without the PC locking up, 
crashing, or suddenly rebooting. If the PC 
isn’t stable, your overclock is a failure. 

Anyone can say they got their 2.66-GHz 
CPU up to 4 GHz with the stock cooler if 
all it did was POST before it crashed, or 
even if it ran Windows but crashed when 
you moved the mouse. We’re going to talk 
about stability testing, which is one of the

If you had any doubts about why to Overclock, here's why. 


Note: Read these charts knowing that the overclocks they show are modest ones, and they’re up just for the sake of argument. Imagine 


what you could do if you really pushed your stuff! 
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necessary steps of overclocking. Passing a 
stability test is mandatory before you can 
say you've overclocked anything. 


Our technique for overclock- 
ing any part (we'll get into 
specifics later) is simple: 

1. Tweak. Raise the clock frequency just 
asmallamount. Overclocking requires baby 
steps. If you’re overclocking a multiplier- 
unlocked CPU, raise it one number at a time. 
Raise the Base Clock maybe five to ten mega- 
hertz at a time. Same with the graphics core 
and/or memory. And also, don’t change two 
settings at once. 

2. Boot. Watch the system as it boots. Does 
it POST? Is the RAM count correct? Does the 
boot take longer than it usually does? Watch 
for any signs that your computer isn’t acting 
normally; they could be signs of instability. 

3. Test. Run a stability test. We usually 
test CPUs and memory with Prime95 (run- 
ning one instance per core) for 30 minutes. 
We prefer to test GPUs by playing a nice, long 
session of a very recent, graphically intense 
game. You can also set 3DMark Vantage to 
loop its Extreme test, but a video card sta- 
bility test is more effective if you're constantly 
watching the screen for glitches. 

4. Repeat. In other words, return to step 
1. If the overclock passes your stability test, 
raise the frequency or multiplier further. 

If Step 3 fails, drop back a notch and run 
the stability test again. Once you’ve found the 
absolute fastest frequencies your computer’s 
components can run, you've completed your 
overclocking experiment.

Here are several things to be 
aware of 

When you overclock a PC, you can no 
longer truly count on it being stable. The 
PC was not designed to run with different 
things at different clock rates that aren’t 
necessarily compatible with each other. 
What you gain in performance you lose in 
peace of mind: This thing could crash at 
any moment. 

Never overclock a PC with critical data 
on it. Overclocking affects the memory 
and the CPU, and those in turn affect data 
written on the hard drive. Overclocking can 
end with corrupted data. You could lose 
stuff. Keep your overclocking relegated to 
gaming machines, graphics workstations— 
anything except a PC with mission-critical 
or personally valuable data on it. If you do 
choose to overclock your everyday PC, make 
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sure you back up 
your important data 
on a regular basis. 

To get Prime95 
to run on multiple 
cores, you must first 
tweak the desktop 
shortcut and then 
tweak the running 
program. First, open 
the desktop shortcut 
properties sheetand 
the command line 
switch Ax to the end 
of the Target box, 
where x = the number of instances you need 
to run (2 for a dual-core, 4 for a quad-core, 
etc.) Then, launch the program as many times 
as you need.

board specifically for this purpose. If, for 
some reason, the switch or jumper doesn’t 
work, or there isn’t one at all, power down 
the PC, unplug it, open the case, and pop 
out the small, round, disc-shaped battery 
for about ten minutes. Then, replace it and 
power back up. The BIOS setup program will 
be at pure defaults. 

Overclocking doesn’t raise the amount of 
voltage a power supply draws from the wall. 
We purchased a power meter and tested an 
overclocked system that drew 119 watts before 
overclocking, and drew 120 watts while over- 
clocked at 10 percent over spec 


Overclocking a CPU 

First off, let’s get this out of the way: There 
are utilities that allow you to overclock a CPU 
through a Windows desktop. 

Ignore them. 

Changing the speed your computer runs 
at on the fly can sometimes result ina system 
freeze or crash. Even worse, there have been 
times we have used such a utility, rebooted, 
and encountered a machine unable to POST. 
Do your overclocking through the BIOS setup 
utility. Trust us.

There are two ways to overclock some 
CPUs, but many only support one of the 
methods. Extreme Edition Intel Core-series 
and Pentium CPUs, and AMD FX and Black 
Edition CPUs, allow you to tweak the mul- 
tiplier. Older Pentium-series and Core 2 
processors require you to tweak the FSB 
(front-side bus). The Intel Core i3, i5, and 
i7 chips, and the AMD Athlon and Phenom 
CPUs, don’t use an FSB. Instead, the Core 
i-series chips use a Base Clock, which AMD 
BlOSes typically refer to as Bus Speed, so 
you tweak these values instead. We’re using 
Base Clock as an umbrella term for ease of 
writing this article. 

With the Intel Core i-series chips, the 
CPU’s frequency is the Base Clock times 
the CPU ratio. For instance, a Core i7-965 
Extreme Edition CPU has a Base Clock of 
133 MHz, and a ratio multiplier of 24, giving a 
speed of 3.2 GHz (133 MHz x 24 = 3,200 MHz 
or 3.2 GHz). Note that the numbers are actu- 
ally rounded, since the base 
clock is actually 133.33 MHz. 

If we then raise the ratio 
to 27, the CPU’s frequency 
is now 3.6 GHz. (133MHz x 


27 = 3600 MHzor3.6GHz). 3 a 
That, if stable, is a fairly =" _ 
decent overclock.

On Core i-series proces- 
sors, the memory speed is 
tied to the base clock, using a 
memory ratio multiplier to set 
its final speed, just like with the 
CPU.

for example, has a memory 
multiplier of 4. (133.3 x 4 x 2 = 1,066 MHz). 

You might inadvertently overclock the 
memory on a PC just by overclocking the 
CPU. For example, if you increase the system 
Base Clock to 166 MHz, the memory will now 
be running at 1,333 MHz. (166.6 x 4 x 2). If your 
memory is only rated at 10066-MHz speeds 
and won't handle 1,333 MHz, you'll need to 
drop the multiplier down to 3, which willrun 
the memory at 1,000 MHz, which is within 
its specified speed rating. 

Overclocking memory is one area where 
we're extremely conservative, as corrupted 
RAM not only can lead to freezes and crashes, 
but to corrupted data on disk as well. And 
memory just doesn’t typically overclock as 
readily as CPUs and video cards do. It’s fun 
to run memory slower than the rated speed, 
but use caution when going much higher. The 
tiny benefit is outweighed by the possibility

Overclocking a Video Card 

Overclocking a video card is usually a 
simple matter of wielding two software- 
based sliders.

eports of burglaries have 
become so common in the 
media that they have started 
sounding clichéd to the deni- 
zens of our urban concrete jungle. Quite 
often burglaries entail not just loss of 
material wealth, but also the very tragic 
loss of lives. Then there is the threat 
posed by fire. Most of the buildings are 
typically encumbered with myriad ele- 
ments that can easily serve as a catalyst 
for a fire to break out.

But the good news 
is that now we are seeing branded entrants in this market and so there is a level playing field 
unlike in the past, when we were having competition from unbranded Made in China products.

the building saves money that it would 
normally pay as watchman’s salary. 
When a visitor arrives at the gate, and

not encouraging either. The good news 
is that most of the car thieves are low- 
tech guys and can be beaten at their 
game with the use of multiple security 
solutions. In India, the most common 
car theft system in use is the one with 
a loud siren, alerting the driver, who 
hopefully is within earshot. The siren 
can be triggered due to unauthorised 
entry, glass breakage, sudden move- 
ment, and perimeter violation. 

Vehicle owners can also opt for 
mechanical immobilisers and electronic 
immobilisers that will completely lock 
the vehicle’s engine in case the system 
detects any kind of foul play. Some car 
companies currently offer a system, 
where a GPS device comes hidden in the 
vehicle. In case of theft, the GPS system 
can be activated through remote con- 
trol and used for tracking the vehicle. 


Securing the Office Space 
The threats that an office faces froma 
burglar or from an element like fire is 
the same as residential premises. So 
essentially, you can install similar devices 
in offices too. The only thing is that the 
office security systems will have to take 
into account specific factors such as the 
number of employees working at the 
facility, the surface area, and 
entry and exit points in the 
complex.

today. A recent ABI Research report found 
that consumers downloaded 2.4 billion 
applications last year, and the downloads 
are on an explosive rise to the tune of 7 bil- 
lion by 2013. Others estimate the industry 
is size to grow to about $17.2 billion by 2013. 
Back in the day carriers had a walled 
garden approach, strictly controlling the 
app content worldwide and in countries 
like India the developer revenue share was 
as low as 30%. Apple came in with the 
AppStore and in one fell swoop changed 
the game for everyone, developers et al. 
This was followed by the Android Market 
and Ovi Store from Nokia. Today we have 





various platforms present in the market 
that run on mobile phones, tablets and even 
netbooks; viz Adobe AIR, Java ME, Meego, 
Symbian, Android, iOS (Apple), Samsung 
bada, RIM (Blackberry), Windows Mobile, 
Brew and many more. 


“The app industry is one of the most rap- 


idly evolving technology fronts right now. 
Devices like Mobile Phones, Tablets and 
very soon home appliances are going torun 
apps. Apps that can be downloaded, Apps 
that can connect to the internet and Apps 
that can define lifestyles.” said Noaman 
Kazi, Business lead at Hungama Digital 
Media Entertainment Limited.

Development landscape 
demystified 

The entire developer ecosystem can 
broadly be categorised the demand side 
and the supply side. On the demand side 
you have gaming, publishing, and content 
companies trying to develop something on 
their own in the mobile space. This kind 
of content could even be in the cloud since 
you have a web interface on mobiles as 
well. The second category are people who 
are developing their own applications and 
porting those application on to the different 
marketplaces. The third category are OPDs 
or Offshore Product Development compa- 
nies that exploit the arbitrage opportunity 
that is created in this space. On the supply 
side there are again three profiles for mobile 
developers - MIS developers who form 
a part of a large enterprise organisation 
whose concerns are compatibility, scal- 
ability, security etc. The second are the game 
developers who work across the platforms. 
The third category is web developers 
working in the mobile space who develop 
mobile web pages or Rich Internet Applica- 
tions. 


Education, Certification and 
Employment 

The people most suited for this field are 
those coming froma technical background. 
They could be BE or BTech, BCA, MCA or 
Computer Science graduates. Such courses 
impart a certain amount of base knowledge 
in terms of coding such as C++ or C# or 
technologies such as J2EE. But these cur- 
riculum driven skill-sets do not necessarily 
prepare students for employability. Perhaps 
this is why you have India-based training 
institutes such as www.FresherLab.com 
and www.edumobile.org cropping up.

Knowledge base 

If students want to gain capability, 
they should have the requisite skill sets to 
develop across all Platforms. A platform is 
like a Channel of distribution. If you have 
expertise on only one type of Platform you 
are leaving out opportunities to monetize 
on other channels. If you’re comfortable 
say with development in J2ME and want to 
port on to the Symbian platform you need 
to look at developing a few ancillary skills. 
“Qt is a good place to start” says Anup C 
Shan who is a web developer at Oracle and 
builds mobile apps as a hobby. “It’s Nokia’s 
latest cross-platform application and UI 
framework. It’s used for the KDE environ- 
ment on Linux and is platform independent. 
With Qt you can write code once and it’ll 
(supposedly) work on all Symbian, Maemo 
and Meego devices. Besides, there’s a decent 
amount of documentation available online. 
Symbian C/C++ which is like objective C 
and gives decent performance for games 
is being phased out by Nokia because it’s 
a little painful to code. Then there is the 
Pys60 project which has ported python to 
Symbian. All you need to know is Python - 
which is not really taught anywhere as such,

but very easy to pick up if you know object 
oriented concepts.
